Tne names of President Roosevelt 


and John D. Rockefeller figured in 
the argument.

scored for prejudicing Haywood and 
his associates in his famous 
com- 


ments on "undesirable citizens." The 
latter was held up as an oppressor of 
labor through the Standard Oil com- 
pany's 
ownership 
of the Coeur D 


Alenes mines and smelters. 


Adjournment was taken just as the 


cttcrney reached the climax of 
his 


address. 
Attorney Darrow 
for the 


defense and Senator Boran 
for the 


prosecution will follow him. 


Boise, Ida., July 23. — In the Hay- 


wood case Attorney E. S. Richardson 
of Denver continued his argument for 
the: defense. He1 began with an" an- 
alytical review of the Coeur d'Alene 
troubles in 1899, and followed the case 
sequentially to the assassination of 
former Governor Steu»enberg in 1905. 
The contention of tne defense, Mr. 
Richardson declared to the jury, is 
that no matter whether Orchard com- 
mitted the crime to which he con- 
fessed or not, no connection i^as been 
shown between Orchard and the de- 
fendant. 
Orchard's testimony as to 


receiving money -from the Western 
Federation of Miners for crime was 
not corroborated by a single witness, 
Mr. Richardson asserted, and should 
not be considered. As to the coming 
of militia to Cripple Creek, Attorney 
Richardson said they came at the be- 
hest and In the service of the mine 
owners' association, whose members 
•were assessed so much a month to 
buy the certificates of indebtedness 
Issued by the state. 


Next in the consideration of the at- 


torney came 'the blowing up of the In- 
dependence depot. He demanded to 
know why. young ' Neville, who was 
said by Orchard to have been with 
Dim the day of the explosion, was 
brought to Boise, but never put on the 
stand to corroborate the confession. 
"There is something 
behind this 


prosecution," declared 
Richardson, 


"but I do not mean Mr. Hawley or Sen- 
ator Borah. 
I have no fault to find 


•with them. I think that the jury, the 
court and every one will say that in 
the main this_ case has been tried fair- 
ly and dl*»ntly by the attorneys on 
both scles. But somewhere there is in- 
fluence which has kept youiig Neville 
off the stand.'' 


Answering Mr. Hawley's taunt in his 


opening address as to why the defense 
had not put Steve Adams on the stand, 
Richardson declared he wanted to be 
perfectly frank. "It would have been 
a case of dog eat dog, and Hawley and 
Borah knew it. Under the same in- 
fluences that worked on Orchard they 
secured a concession from Adams 
vhich he repudiated. They have the 
confession and we have the repudia- 
tion. The whole truth, gentlemen, is 
that one was afraid to put him on the 
stand and the other didn't dare to. In 
passing here, I want to say that the 
only reason Moyer was put on the 
stand is that not one scintilla of evi- 
dence was brought here to connect 
him with any crime except the unsup- 
ported word of Orchard. As to George 
>. Pettibone, he will take the stand at 
his own trial and explain satisfactorily 
the transactions he had with Orchard." 
Discussing the law as applied to Or- 
chard, Mr. Richardson said the cor- 
roborating evidence in support of a 
confessing witness must be something 
tnat, standing by itself, separated and 
apart from the witness' story, it is suf- 
ficient to remove all reasonable doubt 
as to the defendant's gnilt. He charg- 
ed that the state had no corroborative 
circumstances of that character as to

OHIO VICTIMS OF ACCIDENT 


Portsmouth Man, Wife and Two Chil- 


dren Drown When Vessel 


Went Down. 


Eureka, Cal., July 23.—Hourly the 


death list of the marine horror off the 
Mendocino county coast shrinks. The 
best advices are that 177 of the 249 
souls on board tho steamer Columbia 
escaped death when that vessel went 
to the bottom near Shelter cove, be- 
tween midnight and 1 o'clock Sunday 
morning. One hundred and seven of 
the Columbia's passengers and 37 of 
her crew have been brought to this 
port by the steamer George W. Elder, 
which towed the colliding schooner 
San Pedro from the scene of the dis- 
aster to Eureka. A late message from 
Shelter core says that three more' life- 
boats have been picked up, one of 
them containing 19 persons, another 
15 and the third not reported. 
The 


survivors who were brought to this 
port are being well cared for at hotels 
and in private houses. 


O. Swanson, a sailor o£ the San Pe- 


dro, was at the wheel when the fatal 
collision occurred. In his report to 
Sailors' Agent John Erickson, 
the 


Islame is laid upon the shoulders of 
tho Columbia's officers. 
Other mem- 


bers of the crew of the San Pedro 
substantiate the story of Swanson. 


The Columbia, a 300-foot vessel of 


tfie San Francisco & Portland Steam- 
ship company, while bound from Saa 
Francisco for Portland, Ore., with 189 
passengers and a crew of 60, collided 
with and was rammed by the San Pe- 
dro, a 170-foot wooden steamer, south- 
bound for this city. The sea was 
smooth but the weather was foggy.' 
The San Pedro, looming out of "the 
mist a few ship lengths away, bore 
down on the Columbia at high speed. 
despite frantic efforts to clear. tvl& 
a grinding crash the San Pedro Bank 
her stem fully 10 feet into the Colum- 
bia's port bow. 


Nearly all of the Columbia's passen- 


gers and many of her crew were, 
asleep in their cabins and bunks when 
the crash came. As the San Pedro 
hacked 
away the sea poured la 


through the ragged hole In tha Colum- 
bia's bow above and below the water 
line, and in five minutes the Columbia 
sank to the bottom, the deep waters of 
Shelter cove covering over the tops ef 
the Columbia's masts. 


Just as the Columbia was sinking 


her boilers exploded. This counter- 
acted the suction and saved man? 
lives. Husbands and wives were sep- 
arated and fathers and mothers and 
children became lost to each other In 
the excitement when the boats col- 
lided. The only dead person caught 
by the Elder was George T. Sparta, 
president of the bank at Fort Smith, 
Ark. 
He and his daughter were on 


their way home. Sparks when pulled 
upon a life raft was weak from swal- 
lowing salt water, and shortly after, 
when transferred to one of the boats, 
he died from cold and exposure. 
His 


daughter was saved. Two hours after 
the wreck the fog lifted and a cold 
wind commenced to blow. The people 
ia the boats suffered much. 


Passenger's Statement. 
'• 


Shortly after the collision the steam- 


rrs Roanoke and George W. Elder and 
the schooner Daisy Mitchell, all south- 
bound, came on the scene and stood 
by. The Elder took the San Pedro la 
tow and the latest report announces 
their arrival In Eureka. Tha stem of 
the San Pedro was smashed to splin- 
ters, one of her masts was snapped 


: at the deck, she was settling and 


had a heavy list when taken in tow. 
Captan Hansen remained on board. 


According to.J. S. Flynn, a passen- 


ger on the Roanoke, Captain Doran of 
the Columbia succeeded in launching 
four lifeboats and two rafts before the 
Columbia sank. Flynn in an interview 
Is quoted as saying that 80 passen- 
gers—all men—got away In that man- 
ner, and were saved; that Captain Do- 
ran acted with great coolness in the 
face of death and went down with his 
?hip. Flynn is further quoted as say- 
Ing that not one of the hundred-odd 
women passengers was saved. 


Captain Doran was regarded by the

VON BUEIOW 


SPEAKS HOPEFULLY OF THE RE 


LATIOXS BETWEEN FRANCE 


AND GERMANY. 


French Newspapers Incensed Over 


Decision Not to Teach French in 


German Schools. 


Paris, July 23.—The Figaro has pub- 


lished an interview with Prince Von 
Buelow, the German imperial chancel- 
lor, in which the statesman sperks 
hopefully of the present status of the 
relations between France and Ger- 
many and says he believes that an 
understanding based on economy will 
be the ultimate outcome. Prince Von 
Buelow declares further that Germany 
does not seek colonial expansion and 
that she does not.intend to oppose 
Fiance in Morocco, where she asks 
only the open door for her commeice. 
In conclusion the German chancellor 
said: 1-1 do not believe in the yellow 
peril. The Japanese are too wise and 
too serious-minded to think of men- 
acing Europe, and I am convinced that 
the United States and Japan will ar- 
range their differences without re- 
course to war." 


French Incensed. 


Paris, July 22.—The French, news- 


papers are greatly incensed over the 
decision of the German authorities to 
suppress the teaching of French m the 
common schools of Alsace and Lor- 
raine. The loss of the provinces, the 
statue of which on the Place de la Con- 
corde is forever kept freshly piled 
with flo-.veis, is the sorest point in 
connection with the settlement of the 
Franco-Prussian war, and the decision 
to "Germanize" them by suppressing 
what is the native tongue for the vast 
majority of the population is gall and 
wormwood for the emotional French 
people.

Penalties Prescribed by North Caro- 


lina Statute 
For Charging 
More 


Than the Statutory Rate Declared 
So Enormous They Would Bankrupt 
the Road—Federal Official Appears. 


Ashcvillc, X. C.. July 23. — Judge 


I'ritchard in the United States court 
discharged Ticket Agents Wood and 
Wilson of the Southern railway on 
habeas corpus proceedings, and de- 
clared the penalty clause of the new 
state rate bill unconstitutional. Judge 
Pritchard said: "This court is con- 
fronted with open and avowed opposi- 
tion by the powers of the state. The 
penalties prescribed by the state stat- 
ute for charging more than the statu- 
tory rates are so enormous that if per- 
mitted to be enforced they would prac- 
tically bankrupt the railroad in an ex- 
ceedingly brief time, and before a 
final hearing could be had in the case, 
and thus place the complainant in a 
position where it would be powerless 
to assert the rights guaranteed to it 
by the 
constitution of the United 


States." The case will go to the su- 
preme court. 


Judge Pritchard said: "If the crimi- 


nal prosecutions against the agents, 
conductors and employes are permit- 
ted to continue, the managers of the 
railroads can not successfully operate 
their trains, carry the mails, or con- 
tinue their usefulness in interstate 
commerce. The state constitution as 
well as the statutory law afford ample 
protection to every person deprived 
of his liberty without due process of 
law. It is remarkable that any one 
representing the state should oppose 
the granting of the writ of habeas 
corpus." 


Judge Pritchard said the question of 


the sovereignty of the state is not in- 
volved, 
the 
real 
question 
being 


"whether this court shall be denied 
full jurisdiction of the subject at law." 


Edward T. Sanford, assistant attor- 


ney of the department of justice, has 
arrived, and it is understood he comes 
as an emissary of President Roosevelt 
to promote peace between federal and 
state courts and to see that there shall 
he an appeal from both the state and 
United States courts. While Mr. San- 
ford deelinedtotalkfor publication, he 
did not deny that he came on a. mis- 
sion of peace. 
He brings the assur- 


ance that if the cases are allowed to 
proceed in the orderly course to the 
supreme court of the United States, 
the department of justice will request 
that court to assign the *cases( to an 
early hearing.

He then got his family oa^a piece of 
wreckage and floated for two hours. 
He does not know when his children 
were lost. The dead man in the boat 
is unknown. He was dressed only in 
an undershirt. A later message from 
Shelter cove says three more lifeboats 
ha^e been found, one containing 18 
people and one containing 15. The 
number in the third is not reported. 
Sixteen of the names given are not 
found on the steamship company's 
list. Adding to the ISO accredited pas- 
sengers the 59 of the 60 members of 
the Columbia's crew gives a total of 
249 lives jeopardized in the midnight 
collision.
